Brigadier-General Potts JFinds 


Much to Criticise in Of- 


ficers' Training. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 28—Based on ex- 
perience acquired at the militia officers' 
camps of Instruction held In a number of 
states last 
summer. Bi'lgadler-Oenoral 
Ramsey B. Potts, with headquarters 
at 
Chicago, found mudh to criticise In the 
training of the mllttla officers of the 
Middle West. In hla report to the Secre- 
tory of War, General Potts says these 
officers disclosed weakness in handling 
their organization. 
Many offlcena, ha 
charged, had progressed along theoretical 
lines at the expense of practical work, 
ind while they could discuss Intelligent- 
ly advanced military topics, they wero 
hopelessly lost when In command of even 
a company In the field. 
As a partial euro for this condition 
General Potts now 1* trying out a plan 
of allowing these mllttla officers to go to 
regular posts In the hope that they might 
gain much practicable and valuable In- 
struction. 
The efforts of the War Department to 
secure the designation of suitable sites 
In each state as a place for mobilisation 
of the militia In time ot war. the re- 
port declared, were not generally suc- 
cessful. 


NOT GOOD FENCERS. 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
26.—Brltfailler- 
Gcncra] R. W. Iloyt. commanding the De- 
partment of tho Lakes, In his annual re- 
port, favors a reduction of the require- 
ments for army horses, the height of 
which he would have regulated by the 
silt of tho officer who Is to rldo. 
In- 
cidentally the commanding general re- 
marks that many of the officer* have 
good records in cross-country riding, but 
that while the troops were proficient with 
their bayonets, It was exceptional 
to 
find men who could fence with a fair 
degree of skill.

The burden of taxation is already provoking 
loud complaint, and a demonstration in elemental mathematics 
shoe's that the cost of water brought from Hetch-Hetchy will be j 
much greater than the- r-osl of water at present supplied by a 
private corporation. 
Recently Sun Francisco offered to buy the 


Spring Vallev plant at a price 810,000,000 in excess of the amount 
.-he is at present paying rates on. 


Extinguishment of pi hate ov.ner^hip by the purchase of the] 


Spring Valley plant is corelative and concomitant to the scheme I 
vr> bring water from Hetch-Hetchy. If she buys the- Spring Valley 
plant she will not be under the immediate necessity of developing 
the Hetch-Hetchy sources of supply and will have no money to 
spend in developing Hetch-Hetchy. She has already reached the 
constitutional limit of her bonding capacity. 


Secretary Fisher's proviso throws San Francisco on the horns 


of a dilemma. She must choose between buying the Spring Valley j 
plant and going ahead with the Iletcu-Hctchy scheme. 
She ] 


would like TO acquire the Spring Valley plant now and develop; 
Hetch-Hetchy at her leisure. In the meantime she wants the 
Hetch-Hetchy grant confirmed for two reasons: One is that it 
will tend to make the owners of Spring Valley more reasonable 
in their demands; the other is that it forever insures the city an 
abundant supply of pure mountain water. But in her present 
situation she does not want to be forced to go to the enormous 
expense of bringing in this water at once. 


As Secretary Fisher sees it, the government is making to San j 


Francisco an extraordinary gift—donating to tne city water and 
power rights and a reservoir site worth many millions—and he 
bsdieves a concession so valuable and unusual should not be made 
unless an assurance is given that it will be utilized with reason- 
able diligence. He is opposed to making a grant that may not be 
stilized for a long term of years. And from his point of view he 
te right. Yet San Francisco's misfortunes and her present em- 
barrassment are a strong claim on indulgence. 


Oakland is already a manufacturing city, kut she ought to be 


the principal manufacturing city on the Pacific Coast. Every 
citizen of this town should strive to make it fulfill this destiny.

Lazy and Incompetent Election 
Officers. 


The election dispute in this State is primarily due to the 


carelessness, incompetence and laziness of precinct 
election 


officers who failed to tally the votes and make returns in accor- 
dk&ce with law. They-were all supplied with printed instructions 
Idling them plainly what to do. Some of them either did not take 
the trouble to read the instructions or ignored them altogether. 
They went on the election boards {o get the pay and not to fulfill 
the duties they assumed. Nor does the blame rest entirely with 
them. Too many of them were appointed for reasons other than 
competency. They were given jobs as rewards for political serv- 
ice or M marks of personal friendship, and hence treated their 
duties lightly. 


The moral is obvious. No person should be appointed on an 


•lection board who is not qualified to intelligently and faithfully 
perform the duties of an election officer, and who does not appre- 
ciate the responsibilities of his position; and the law should pro- 
vide were penalties for such as neglect to canvass the votes and 
8*ke returns as directed by law. Such wanton disregard of 
Official duties as was shown in the recent election should not be 
tolerated; it should be punished because if permitted to go un- 
pvnifthed the nation may be involved in momentous disturbance as 
a eoittequence.

Fostering Game Monopoly. 


"The market hunter is not a producer," says a circular issued 


by the Fish and Game Commission. Who is a producer of game 1 
The market hunter kills game for people who do not go hunting 
and who cannot own or lease shooting preserves. Game is pro- 
tected at the expense of the public, but the Fish and Game Com- 
mission would enact laws forbidding the public to eat game. That 
body would create a game monopoly. It would protect and propa- 
gate game solely for the use and sport of the limited class who 
shoot and possess game preserves. It would deny others the right 
to sell or buy ducks. By statutory enactment it would vest in pri- 
vate ownership the ducks hatched and bred in the Arctic wastes 
which periodically visit the aquatic regions of California. A man 
may breed deer and quail on his own ground, but he cannot breed 
wild ducks. No one tries to. But because a few people own marshes, 
while the great majority of people do not, the Fish and Game 
Commission would make it unla\vful to sell ducks. What interest 
has the man who does not shoot and owns no interest in a duck- 
ing perserve in protecting game? It is not for his table. The 
game the law protects is for the exclusive use of others, who are 
permitted to destroy the wild things for pleasure or to gratify 
their love of luxury. Game protection along such lines is a fraud 
and a farce and an invasion of natural right. It is game monopoly 
under a false pretense. Under such a system the enjoyment of 
game is an aristocratic privilege, 
to no respect or consideration.

POPULARITY WANES. 


But, about 10 years ago, the popularity

elsewhere, 
principally to Del Monte and Coronado

This project failed, and nothing 
further was heard of Baron von Schroe- 
der'a plans until the formal announce- 
ment was made .yesterday that the hotel 
property will be put up at auction iri 
this city December 17.

Answers to Queries 


R.'S. Y.—For the girl with red 
hair 'it is never advisable to wear 
browns, for they take all the life 
out of the hair and skin and tend 
to give a sallow look to the com- 
plexion.

Supposedly by Ghostly 
Hand, Are Attacked.

28.—Making 
,the statement that Mrs Eunice B Sleep- 
er, who died in 1901. l«avinp property o<=- 
timated to he worth more th.in a quarter 
of a million dollars, was "the dupe of 
Spiritualists, and that she made deeds to 
hfr pionf-rtv whl'p she was under the In- 
fluence of the mo-it iiallgn kind," Lincoln 
E. Savage attorney for the administrator 
of the Sleeper 
estate, 
yesterday 
de- 
nounced the Society of Progressive Spint- 
nalibts as perpetrators of "a gross and 
vulgar fraud." 
Proceedings were begun in the Superior 
Court bv Savage 
representing 
C. 
D. 
ooster, attornev of San Jose, actlntr as 
administrator of the estate of Mrs. Sleep- 
er, to contest a deed of trust wiitten on 
a slate, supposedly by spirit hands, anrl 
to nulot title held on the propertv by tho 
Spiritualists' society. 
In the hearing of 
the case Savage 
-will contend that Elsie 
Pvevnolds. Anna Eva Fav and other Spirit- 
ualists controlled the mind of Mrs. Sleeper 
and that her property was deeded away 
at seances while she was under the in- 
fluence of these and other women. 


EVA FAY ACCUSED. 


The spirit of Mrs. Sleeper's dead child 
was also impersonated in order to carry 
out the fraud, declares Savage, who says 
that Anna Eva Fay got down on her 
knees in the seances befoie Mrs. Sleeper, 
simulating the actions and voice or a 
child. Savage added, 
"Mrs. Sleeper was induced by the di- 
recting minds of this society to deed over 
property in San Francisco, San Jose and 
Mountain View that has an aggregate 
value of $230,000. It is ttipulated in the 
deeds that the rentals from this property 
are to be used to advance the propaganda 
of Spiritualism. 
"We propose to attack all the provisions 
of the deeds by showing that a gross and 
vulgar fraud was enacted against Mrs. 
Sleeper when the Spiritualists got her 
signature to them. The Spiritualists are 
falhns out among themselves over the di- 
vision of the spoils, and I am talking 
frankly when I say that the information 
furnished to us by the dissatisfied mem- 
bers of the cult Is our most effective 
weapon in the evidentiary showing that 
v-f propose to make before Superior Judge 
Murasky " 


Attoir.ey Savage said he proposed to 
Euhpena Anna Eva Fay as a witness, if 
he totild serve her as a process In the 
proceedings. 
When last heard of Miss 
Fnv was doing a vaudeville turn on an 
eastern circuit. Her present whereabouts 
Is unknown. 
Four deeds are recorded 
of property 
deeded over to the society by Mrs. Sleep- 
er, extending from 1887 to 1905. The esti- 
mated value of this property is put at 
$75,000. 
J. ,J. Owen, formerly editor of the San 
Jose, Mercury, was among the persons to 
whom Mrs. Sleeper deeded property In 
San Jose. Owen was a poet, and he took 
a llvelv Interest in the spiritualistic pro- 
paganda. 


PIONEER'S DAUGHTER. 


Mrs. Sleeper was the wife of Thomas
